at Tissa for last winter’s cultivation, and some 1,600 acres were 
ploughed. The more intelligent cultivators were not slow to 
acknowledge the utility of the plough, but there was a certain 
amount of opposition to its introduction, which, however, would 
probably disappear if the fields on which the plough was used 
yielded a good return. From what the Assistant Agent could 
gather at the time the crop was being reaped, the crop on 
ploughed fields was in most cases far better than it had formerly 
been when “ mudding” was the system of cultivation employed. 
The Assistant Agent added that the people would certainly plough 
again for the next season, and would probably get more ploughs. 
There is every probability that the use of light iron ploughs will 
continue at T'issa.

APPLICATIONS FOR PATENTS IN PERU. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, 
of a translation of a Presidential decree, dated the 22nd July, which 
empowers the Pernvian Consuls in London, New York, Berlin, 
Paris, Rome and Buenos Aires to receive, and transmit to their 
Government, applications for the registration in Peru of patents of 
invention. Applications are to be drawn up in Spanish, and the 
fees payable are £1 for the publication of the necessary advertise- 
ments, 40 centavos (silver) for each full sheet of stamped paper 
used, £6 for experts’ fees, and £5 for Government fees. As soonas 
the Consul receives the patent from his Government he delivers it 
to the applicant.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Brazil, Cuyabé.—The following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Cuyaba (Mr. J. L. H. Atkinson) on the 
trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

There was a complete absence in 1909 of representatives of 
British firms. Exporters at home need constantly to be reminded 
of the waste of time and money incurred in sending out to the 
Cuyaba district elaborate and costly catalogues of new systems of 
heating for houses and factories, and also of gas, oil and electric 
heating stoves. Such articles are quite useless there in view of the 
climate. 
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British Trade Abroad. 





British exporters should avoid quoting prices free Cuyabaé. ‘To 
do this means either an excessive covering price or a risk of serious 
loss to the vendors. The custom-house is situated at Corumba, and 
thence goods have to be transhipped into small launches for 
Cuyaba, some 6 to 15 days’ journey up river, according to the state 
of the water. All these launches, with the exception of the mail 
boats of the Brazilian Lloyd Company, are privately owned, and no 
fixed tariff for freight is available; a fair average treight might be 
1 milreis per arroba (about 4s. 3d. per cwt.), while during the dry 
months, August, September and October, this rate would be 
doubled. British firms in general, doing business in the Cuyaba 
district, would do well to quote prices c.i.f. Monte Video only ; all 
the important firms in Cuyabé have their own despatching agents 
both in Monte Video and Corumba. 

British goods still maintain their reputation for quality and 
excellence, and are preferred by the people and merchants of the 
city. The enormous natural riches ot the State of Matto Grosso 
are as yet quite undeveloped, and would afford opportunity for 
British capital.

NotEe.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declared by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom ; in others they are based on 
an Official schedule of values which is subjected to revision atter 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland 
are returned at declared values; and, since April, 1909, only about 
one-third of the exports from Germany have been returned at 
official values, the values of the remainder being declared. The 
figures in italics are bused, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some 
earlier year than that under which they are shown. ‘The values of 
the exports from Germany for the six months ended June, 
1910, and for the seven months ended July, 1910, are based, in 
each cas+, partly on declared values and partly on the prices of the 
year 1909. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
‘nationalised ” goods, 2.¢., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

COMPETITIONS FOR BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT 
CONTRACTS. 


The following information is from the report by the Secretary 
to H.M. Legation in Brazil (Mr. H. A. Grant Watson) on the 
trade of that country in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

The Budget Law of 1910 contains the following rules to be 
observed in open competitions for contracts with the Federal 
Government either for the supply of material or for a public 
service :— 

1. The question of the status or suitability of the tenderers shall 
be decided before the tenders are opened. ‘The proposals of ten- 
derers not judged to be suitable shall not be opened. 

2. If the Government desire to reserve for themselves the right 
to annui any competition in case the prices quoted are too high, 
they shall declare beforehand the highest price which will be taken 
into consideration. 

3. The proposals shall be opened and read in the presence of alb 
the tenderers who come forward to assist at this formality. Each 
one will countersign those of all the others, which will be published 
in full before any decision is taken. 

4. ‘The call for tenders shall indicate minutely the technical and 
administrative conditions (plans, designs, nature of the construction 
and material to be used, maximum period for the commencement 
and completion of the work, &c.). In the case of supplies which 
cannot be exactly designated, samples of what is required shall be 
deposited in the Government departments. 

The competition shall be decided on the price of the unit or the 
whole of the work, of the lease or furnishing, according to the 
terms of the call for tenders. 

5. The proposals shall only contain a formula of complete accept- 
ance of the conditions laid down in the call for tenders and the 
price quoted by the tenderer. No consideration shall be paid to. 
offers of advantages not foreseen in the call for tenders or to pro- 
posals merely containing an offer of a reduction on the cheapest 
tender. 

6. The contract shall be awarded of right to the tenderer putting 
in the lowest tender, however small the difference between it and 
another. 7 
7. The Government may lay: down a second condition"in the case 
of the absolute equality of twc; proposals in order to obtain a better 
classification. |

scheduled in the earlier Treaty. It is also understood that the 
Treaty contains no provision for the reduction of any of the duties 
of the Austro-Hungarian Tariff.

the quarter ended June last the ‘‘ Chatung” was constantly 
engaged in making trips between Chungking and Ichang, taking 
about a fortnight for the double journey. The cargo and passen- 
gers offering for every trip have been more than could be taken. 
The *‘Chatung” has proved herself very well suited to the 
navigation in the condition of the water—some 10-15 feet above 
winter level—prevailing up to the middle of June. She has, 
however, been unable to get over some: of the worst rapids under 
her own steam, and at these hawsers have had to be laid out 
by which she has been hauled over. Some doubt is felt as to what 
she will be able to do in the very high water. (C. 7,614.)

SOUTH AFRICA. 


According to the “South African Mining Journal” (Johannes- 
berg) of 27th August, the discovery of cil is 

Oil Discovery. reported in the Barkly East district of Cape 
Colony, near the borders of Basutoland. The 

farm on which the property lies is known as Smiling Vale, and is 
reached by a good road from Dordrecht on the Cape Government 
Railway. The formation is shales and sandstones, with layers of 
diabase rock. Asphaltic matter was found oozing out of a 2 in. 
quartz vein. A borehole put down struck a reservoir of oil about 
11 ft. thick at a depth of 81-92 ft. The bulk of the oil is more or 
less congealed, and it will be necessary to sink a shaft, as the oil 
is too thick topump. An analysis ofthe deposit gave the following 
result :—kerosine 38°6 per cent., solid paraffin 8°9 per cent., and 
heavy lubricating oils 40 per cent. ‘he reservoir has a coverimg of 
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very fine grained sandstone, through which it would be almost impos- 
sible for the lightest oils to percolate, and it is probable that the 
reservoir struck is only the top of one of several which may be 
found. <A railway in course of construction will come within 
nine miles of the farm, which is bounded on one side by the 
Kraai river. 





RUSSIA (POLAND). 


The “ Berliner Bérsen Zeitung ” of 3rd September, quoting from a 
Breslau newspaper, states that the condition of 
the iron industry of Russian Poland has begun 
to improve considerably. The South Russian 
ironworks are fully occupied, and many orders have in consequence 
been diverted from them to the Polish works. ‘The demand for 
assorted iron, with which the Polish ironworks are particularly 
concerned, is especially brisk. ‘The ‘‘ Prodamet” (a company for 
the sale of products of the Russian Metallurgical Works—see 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal” of 5th August, 1909, pp. 216-7), which 
controls almost the whole of the sales, has not yet decided to raise 
prices, the present prices yielding a fair return. Should, however, 
the prices of iron ore and pig iron further increase, a rise in the 
price of the finished iron may be expected. Iron wire, it may be 
noted, has already risen in price by 5 copecks, and the Krovla 
syndicate has raised the price of its sheet iron by from 4 to 5 per 
cent.

duties imposed on Manchester goods. British cotton manufacturers 
cannot hope to compete, except of course in the finer counts, against 
well-equipped local cotton concerns managed in the majority of 
cases by experienced fellow countrymen. 

The total imports of cotton yarn, thread, waste, &c. amounted 
in 1909 to 526,2001., being 36,5001. more than in 1908. Of 
this amount the United Kingdom supplied goods to the value of 
443,7001., an increase of 50,000/. over 1908; but it must be 
pointed out that this increase is entirely due to imports of cotton 
thread for sewing, in which article alone imports from the United 
Kingdom show an increase of 76,700/. (sermany’s share of this 
trade is 9°2 per cent. and that of Italy 2°5 per cent. 

Attention was called in the report on Brazil for 1908 to the 
decrease in the value of imported cotton manufactures which 
occurred in that year. In 1909 there was a further falling-off, 
and the present figure for imports of cotton goods is in fact lower 
than in any other year since 1943. 

The United Kingdom is still by far the chief exporter of 
manufactured cotton goods to Brazil, Germany being the next 
largest exporter.

BRAZIL. 


The following information is from the report by the Secretary to 
H.M. Lrzation at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. H. A. Grant Watson) on 
the trade of Brazil in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


Cotton can be grown in the nine States of Brazil, from Bahia to 

Maranham, in the north, where perhaps the 
Cotton Growing. finest cotton is grown. Cotton is also grown 

in the States of Minas Geraes and Sado Paulo: 
in the latter State the crop this year will be larger than it 
has ever been. Sdo Paulo cotton is of shorter staple than that 
grown in the north of Brazil, but that of Minas Geraes is as 
good as that of Pernambuco. The cotton produced in Sado Paulo 
and Minas Geraes is all consumed by the local mills. Cotton has 
also been grown as far south as Santa Catharina, but only in very 
small quantities. 

In the “sertaéos” (the open country right in the interior) of 
Parahyba and Rio Grande do Norte, a certain quality of wild 
cotton is grown, of particularly long staple, which fetches a much 
higher price than the cotton grown in the “matto,” the open 
country nearer the ports. 

The zone in Brazil where cotton can be grown is far larger than 
the cotton zone in the United States. With the increased demands 
made on American cotton by American manufacturers and the 
consequent liraitation of the amount for export from the United 
States, more attention is being paid to cotton growing in Brazil 
(see “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 28th April, p. 194), and from 
the President’s Message to Congress, in which he refers to the 
subject, the Brazilian Government would seem to be likely to take 
steps to hasten its development. It is stated that the Government 
will grant subventions annually to syndicates undertaking cotton 
growing; at the same time the North-Eastern States are being 
opened up by an extensive network of railways, and irrigation works 
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are in progress. In Alagoas and Pernambuco especially, the Great 
Western of Brazil Railway Company are opening up important 
cotton growing districts. The Government have founded an experi- 
mental station in Maranham. 

Cottonfields as known in the United States and other countries 
are not to be found in Brazil, where cotton is, as a rule, grown by 
small farmers in conjunction with other crops, such as maize, beans 
and mandioca, the cultivation being of a primitive kind. Progress 
is retarded chiefly by lack of capital and also by the absence of 
skilled labour ; the Government have recently contracted with some 
United States experts to visit the plantations and give practical 
instruction. Progress is retarded also by the want of improved 
machinery for the cleaning of the cotton in the pod; most of the 
ginning machinery in the north of Brazil is antiquated and the 
fibre suffers in consequence. 

In States such as Ceara, which are devastated by drought, cotton 
is being grown on fields watered almost entirely by irrigation, and 
seed imported from Egypt produces cotton which sells in Liverpool 
for almost the same prices as that from Hgvpt.

Employ- 
ment in the cotton trade remained bad, and the price of raw 
cotton very high. 

As compared with a year ago, metal, engineering and _ ship- 
building, woollen, worsted, hosiery, boot and shoe, and glass trades 
were all much better employed; while the building, linen, silk, 
printing paper, woodworking, pottery and brick trades showed 
some improvement. Employment in the cotton trade was worse, 
and coal mining, jute and lace showed little or no change. 

In the 416 Trade Unions, with a net membership of 705,473 
making returns, 28,406 (or 4°0 per cent.) were reported as 
unemployed at the end of August, 1910, compared with 3°8 per 
cent. at the end of July, 1910, and 7°7 per cent. at the end of 
August, 1909.

August may be estimated at 549,000 cases, 
including the output both of the Fraser River and of the northern 
canneries. On 25th August the sockeye fishing ends by regulation 
until 15th September, and this virtually closes the season. The 
season has proved a good one on the whole, considerably better 
than the canners anticipated ; especially on the Fraser has the pack 
exceeded expectations, the present year being one of the seasons 
of low pack on that river, while 1909 was the year of the “ big 
run” there. The 1910 sockeye pack may be distributed roughly

In connection with the manufacture of turpentine at the Govern- 
ment laboratory, experiments are to be made in the manufacture 
of gun-cotton. 

The Acting Vice-Consul has forwarded samples of raw turpentine 
extracted from the tree ‘“ Larix dahurica Turez,’ known in Karafuto 
as the “‘ Rakuydsho,” of refined turpentine oil produced at the 
Government experimental laboratory, and of the rosin left after 
the extraction of the oil; these samples may be seen by British 
firms at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C, (18,548.)

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they cre specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Formerly no charge was 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “Journal,” as previously, 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated 
to firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1909, 1,104 . 
such Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 51,816) 
were despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades 
to which the Circular letters respectively related. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see below).
